For these the average rise was 
36°7 per cent., and among the areas it ranged up to 53 
per cent. in the North-East. , There were only small 
rises in sales of women’s outerwear and underwear 
which, when allowance is made for price increases, 
probably represented little, if any, expansion in terms 
of volume. 

Sales of men’s and boys’ wear, up by 21 per cent., 
showed much the same increase as in February. 
Among the areas, the Midlands and South Wales, as in 
the two previous months, showed the largest rise in 
this category. Footwear sales continued to run at a 
considerably higher level than a year earlier and the 
rise of 39°4 per cent. recorded in March corresponded 
closely with the rises in the preceding two months. 
The increases for the areas varied from 14°9 per cent. 
in London-Suburban to 45°3 per cent. in the North- 
owen The value of footwear repairs reported was 
39°2 per cent. greater than a year e omg 

Stocks of women’s and children’s wear showed 
increases compared with the previous year which both

recorded in February. With the 
exception of millinery, etc., there was a tendency to 
further expansion and stocks of women’s stockings 
were up by as much as 125 per cent. Stocks of men’s 
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and boy’s wear showed an increase of 75 per cent. which 
was little different from the rises recorded in the previous 
six months. Footwear stocks on the other hand showed 
the biggest expansion recorded and were more than 70 per 
cent. up over the year. 

The number of coupons taken in March was practically the 
same as a year earlier, although rising prices contributed to 
increases in the value of sales in all three apparel categories. 
The value per coupon was, however, slightly lower than in 
February, a not unusual feature of the beginning of a new 
coupon period. The fall was common to all areas except the 
South of England, and was most pronounced in Suburban 
London where, as usual, the figure was the lowest, and in 
Scotland which, nevertheless, still had the highest value 
among the districts outside London. 


Household Goods 


Sales of household which reached a peak in 
November, have declined each month since. The March 
index number was 3 per cent. lower than the figure for the 
previous month, the fall being shared by the supplementary 
index numbers for both furniture and furnishings and hard- 
ware. Independent furniture dealers and hardware elec- 
trical and radio shops also reported decreased sales (see 
page 951). 

Compared with a year earlier sales in furniture and fur- 
nishings departments were 20-6 per cent. higher. In 
London-Suburban the rise was only 10-7 per cent., but in the 
Midlands and South Wales and Scotland it was over 30 per

The index number of food sales rose to 151 in March, 
compared with 145 in February, and was the highest so far 
recorded in the series, being two points above the previous 
peak in December. The largest rise among the district 
took place in Central London (17 per cent.) and the increag 
in the North-West (12 per cent.) was also distinctly above 
the average. In no other area did the rise reach 5 per cent 

Compared with a year earlier total sales were up by 15+ 
per cent. The rises in the several districts ranged from 
12-3 per cent. in the South of England to 23-4 per cent, ir 
Central London. Stocks at cost at the end of March fo: 
those contributors able to give this information were near) 
30 per cent. higher than a year before. 

Among the sub-divisions the largest rise was that for 
sweets and chocolate (63 per cent. up), but the ration fo 
March 1947 was 8 ozs. against 12 ozs. this year, and prices, 
particularly of chocolate, have risen since. The rises for 
wines and spirits and tobacco and tobacconists’ goods (49-4 
and 30-2 per cent., respectively) were both larger than usual 
and were no doubt partly due to buying in anticipation of 
higher taxation. Sales of fresh meat were 11-2 per cent 
lower than last year, while those of fish, poultry and gam 
were practically unchanged.

Turning to clothing, he said stocks were now a good deal 
higher than they were this time last year, but, at that time, 
they were in Many cases at a dangerously low level and some 
nerease Was necessary and had been deliberately planned. 
Low stocks gave consumers little choice and. it was necessary, 
moreover, to provide against the likelihood that new supplies 
sould come into the shops in decreasing quantity as this 

untry worked up to the planned rate of exports at the 
end of the year. 

The extra incre#se in stocks which had taken place in 
ettain types of clothing was due to a variety of causes: 
uso far as it was due to larger production, it was wholly 
welcome ; in so far as it was due to some time lag in reaching 
the full rate of export, it was temporary. Some of the 
increase was certainly due to a greater attention to price 
and quality by consumers, and this was a good tendency. 
In addition some clothes, which might otherwise have 
formed a valuable reserve for the winter, had been rendered 
wsaleable by changes ir fashion. 


Clearance of Stocks 

Whatever might be the cause, there undoubtedly was 
ver-stocking in some goods at the present time, and to meet 
this condition, which, as the House would appreciate, might 
well be temporary, two sets of measures were being taken. 
The first was somewhat technical and affected retailers in 
particular. Discussions were being opened with the trade 
vith a view to arriving at clearance rates which would allow 
sles of slow-selling stocks at half-coupon rates and low 
prices, While there had in the past been clearance rates 
“cover sales of damaged stock at nominal prices, it had 
lot been necessary until now to provide for the regular sales 
Which were normal before the war, because there had been 
tw fashion changes until now. ‘The new rates would be 
troduced in time for the summer sales and, in so far as 
the result was lower prices, he welcomed it. He intended 
that the rates should be as easy as they could safely be 
made without inducing the danger that goods would be 
telibera te ly manufactured for sale at half-coupon rates. 
Yistributors might also have a rather too small quantity of 
‘oupons in their hands as a result of the larger stocks they 
awe holding. This might well hinder them in placing 
‘ward orders. Therefore, he intended to raise from May 11 
the discount rate for coupons banked by distributors from 
* Per cer t. to 5 per cent. 

The Second set of measures was more general. He was

garments made from such cloth, whether for men or 
women, would be downpointed by approximately one-third 
to the lower rates which applied to cotton and rayon; 
seamless rayon stockings would be down-pointed from 14 
to 1 coupon per pair ; gloves would be downpointed by one- 
half ; proofed rainwear, other than gabardine, was also 
being downpointed by approximately one-half. 

All footwear would require in future only half the present 
number of coupons, with the exception of children’s foot- 
wear, which would be freed from the ration altogether. 

It would probably be necessary in due course to make 
further adjustments in pointing, both up and down, in the 
light of the supply position, but he was opposed to frequent 
changes which were confusing to the public and caused 
ereat dislocation to industry and trade. 

He believed that these measures on clothing would prove 
helpful to the trade and they would certainly be welcome 
to consumers, but he must warn the House against regarding 
them at this stage as anything but a temporary increase 
in the purchasing power of the ration. He would, of course, 
continue to watch the trend of production closely. The 
recent increase in production in all the textile trades was 
encouraging, but unless it continued, and at an increased 
rate, he could not rule out the possibility of having in 
September to reduce the coupon issue to balance the reduced 
pointings, since supplies of textiles for the home market 
must be expected to fall over the remainder of the year to 
provide for the planned rise in exports which we must have. 


A Temporary Phenomenon 

Commenting at a news conference on the changes, the 
President said the most important feature of the present 
stock situation was that in many respects it was a strictly 
temporary phenomenon. We were relying on the textile 
industries to make a very big contribution to exports this 
year, and already the supplies of, for instance, cotton 
materials to the home market had been very severely cut 
compared with last year. 

In the second quarter of 1947, the total deliveries of 
cotton in terms of yarn poundage were 14,328 million a 
week. That was the total deliveries for all purposes. In 
the second quarter of 1948 (to April 17) that figure increased 
to 16-9 million pounds, which was a considerable increase 
of about 2-6 million a week. But if deliveries were taken 
from that for what would normally be regarded as home 
market supplies (clothing, sheets, towels, curtains and so 
on) the figure in the second quarter of 1947 was 4,880 million 
and so far in the second quarter of 1948, in spite of the 
increased production, it was only at the rate of 3-695 million 
per week. 

Meanwhile, of course, exports had gone up very con 
siderably. ‘Chey were less than 3 million in the second 
quarter of 1947, and 5} million in the first quarter of 1945. 
The second quarter figgre would be considerably higher 
again and that meant that so far as cotton material was 
concerned it was not possible to spend on the basis at the 
moment of expanding supplies for the home market. That 
was why, although the Government were perfectly well 
aware of the increase in many stocks in the shops and in 
the warehouses, they did not feel it right to take the risk of 
having any general easing up in the clothing coupon position. 
The same was particularly true of woollen cloth, and 
certainly true of worsted cloth. But, of course, it is a fact 
that there are heavy stocks of certain categories, particu- 
larly women’s outerwear, seamless stockings, gloves, foot- 
wear and rainwear. 


Footwear 
The production of children’s footwear was considerably 
above pre-war (about 50 per cent.). It was hoped to 


maintain the rate of supply. The production of footwear 
for adults was still a little below the pre-war level, and the 
reason why it was not possible to take adults’ footwear 
off the ration also was the doubts about the maintenance of 
supplies of leather, because of the doubts about supplies 
of hides. A very large proportion of our leather supplies 
came from Argentina, and of the remainder, the bulk came 
from hard currency countries, dolar countries, and so on, 
Again, he did not feel that he could take rubber footwear 
entirely off the ration because such things as tennis shoes 
and so on took canvas.

Rainwear 

Waterproof garments were reduced by about half, with 
the exception of gabardine raincoats, stocks of which were 
not substantial and were in demand for export. Owing to 
a succession of dry seasons, and owing also to the allocation 
of pretty fair quantities of Government surplus cloth, 
there were considerable stocks of waterproofs in the shops, 
although these were liable to deterioriate. But by reducing 
the coupon value by about half the present level that would, 
he thought, help a great many. 


Gloves 

The production of gloves is at the present time above 
pre-war, but supplies available are not as great because 
before the war we used to have very large imports of gloves, 
and although we were importing some under various import 
schemes the supplies available for the home market were 
not as great as before the war. 


Women’s Seamless Stockings 

Production was running at a high level. At the rate of 
14 points the production was not being taken up in full, 
and so they were being downpointed. This would not apply 
to seamless stockings made from nylon or made from wool. 


Women’s Woollen Outerwear 

This was the product in which stocks first became high. 
It was hoped to meet the position by the diversion of cloth 
from the manufacture of women’s clothes to men’s. It was 
felt to be right, even though stocks were piling up, to leave 
he situation for a little while for a number of reasons. 
One was to see how far the diversion to men’s clothing 
helped to adjust the balance. Further, materials in certain 
utility classifications, which covered about one-third of the 
total amount of utility woollen cloth, were to be down- 
pointed by a third. <As rates on shoes had been reduced, 
there would, of course, be more coupons left to buy other 
things, and that would generally affect the demand for 
clothing. An attack was also being made by dealing with 
the clearance position. In the past clearances had been 
permitted (at half coupon rate) but only on conditions that 
shops charged nominal prices, which sometimes involved 
heavy losses. The Board were not prepared to run the 
clearance system in such a way that no loss was made, and 
they would discuss with the trade the appropriate rates 
at which it would be possible to dispose of excessive stocks 
at a lower coupon rate and at lower prices. They would 
certainly insist that goods must be disposed of at lower prices 
because it was desired that the consumer should get some 
benefit, and also to bring about healthy competition. So 
far as the long term situation was concerned, the diversion 
of woollen cloth to export in general and woollen cloth 
from women’s to men’s wear would probably prevent any 
excessive rebuilding of stocks. The problem had been made 
worse by fashion developments and therefore there was a 
certain amount of stock which was to some extent out of 
fashion, and which in normal times before the war would 
have been got rid of in the normal summer sales. 

Answering questions, the President said it was intended 
to stamp out the racket in small country markets and other 
places where women’s rayon stockings were offered at 
about a penny per pair at full coupon rate. 

The reduction on men’s suits made from the specified 
utility cloths would probably be from 26 to 20 coupons. 
Men’s overcoats made from these cloths would fall from 
18 to 16 coupons, and sports coats from 13 to 10.

Coupon Banking Discount Increase

cent. As from May 11, therefore, traders need include only 
920, 460, or 92 coupons or their equivalent in the 1,000, 500 
or 100 official coupon envelopes respectively. The import- 


ance of completing properly the declaration on the envelopes 
relating to the number of coupons included is emphasized, 
as the banks will refuse to accept the lodgment of envelopes 
with incorrect declarations, 





April Pig Iron and Steel Production 
a New Record 


Steel production in April was at the annual rate of 
15,283,000 tons, a new record. This compares with a rate 
of 15,117,000 tons in March, the previous record, and only 
12,294,000 tons in April 1947 which was affected by the 
fuel crisis. 

Pig iron production showed a further improvement, 
reaching an annual rate of 9,433,000 tons in April compared 
with 9,303,000 tons in March and only 7,238,000 tons a 
year ago.

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Design Week to be Held 


in Manchester 


ANCHESTER’S Design Week, which is being 
Mil creanizea in conjunction with the Council of Indus- 

trial Design, will be held in the City, June 21 to 
June 27,1948. 

Running concurrently with the public events will be a 
series of private meetings in Manchester called ‘‘ 1951 
Discussion Groups,’’ at which the Council of Industrial 
Design, in co-operation with the Colour, Style and Design 
Centre, will discuss with manufacturers, consultant designers 
for industry, technologists and retailers, the best ways 
of improving design practice and of raising the standard of 
design in the textile industries. 

The focal point will be an exhibition called ‘‘ Design 
Fair ’’ which has been specially designed for the Council of 
Industrial Design by James Gardner, O.B.E., R.D.I., 
M.S.I.A., who was responsible for the ‘‘ Britain Can Make 
It’ Exhibition. ‘‘ Design Fair,’’ which occupies approxi- 
mately 3,000 sq. ft. will be housed in the City Art Gallery. 
It will be open to the public from June 21 to July 3, and for 
special parties from schools and voluntary organizations 
from July 4 to 10. Over 27,000 people visited the exhibition 
during its eight days in Cardiff last month. 

The Cotton Board’s Colour, Style and Design Centre, 
York Street, Manchester, will stage a special exhibition 
during the week of the work of textile students from all 
over the United Kingdom. The exhibition will remain open 
at least three weeks. 

The Manchester Municipal School of Art will hold a 
special Design Week exhibition of students’ work covering 
such subjects as mural design in industry, pottery and 
ceramics, fabric printing and design, metal work, book 
binding and illustration, and wallpaper design. 

The Manchester branch of the Design and Industries 
Association hopes to organize during the week an exhibition 
in one of Manchester’s stores of consumer goods used in 
equipping and furnishing the home. 

In addition to the exhibitions, there will be a Housewives’ 
Forum at which delegates from women’s voluntary organi- 
zations in Lancashire will tell a panel of experts about 
improvements they wish to see in the design of the goods 
they buy in the shops and use in their homes. There will 
also be an Open Forum for the art students and teachers 
of Lancashire.

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Chancellor Stresses Human Factor in 
Progress Toward Export Targets 


COMPARISON of export figures for the first quarter 
and the targets given in the Economic Survey was 
made by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, Sir Stafford 

Cripps, at a conference in London, when he gave illustrations 
of how various industries and factories were coping with the 
efforts required of them to increase output. 

The Chancellor said that targets were a very necessary 
part of industrial planning in Britain’s kind of democracy, 
and it was important that everyone should try to understand 
them and know what progress was being made toward them. 
The forecast of exports by commodity groups made in the 
Economic Survey gives a total for the year 30 per cent. 
higher by volume than in 1938, based on an increase of 25 per 
cent. in the first six months, and 36 per cent. in the +econd 
six months. In the first three months the volume of exports 
was just over 26 per cent. higher than in 1938. This, how- 
ever, was only the first step. In the second half-year the 
task would be harder, and by the end of the year the increase 
over 1938 had to be twice as great as in the first quarter. 

The export figures for the first quarter could be com- 
pared with the forecast in the Economic Survey more 
closely by analysing the forecast so as to allow for the rise 
from month to month which it implied, and the different 
number of working days in the months. If this was done, 
it would be found that what might be called the programmed 
monthly rate over this period was £117-3 million and that 
what was actually achieved was £117-8 million. That was 
a useful measure of achievement, which suggested that 
the country could go on improving at the rate forecast in 
the Economic Survey. 


Export Industries 


How was every £100 worth of exports (not including 
re-exports) made up in this quarter, compared with every 
£100 worth in 1938 ? In 1938 raw materials accounted for 
£12 in every £100 compared with only £3 so far this year. 
That was largely because the contribution of coal had fallen 
from £8 to £1. Manufactured goods, on the other hand, 
were taking a larger share, £87 instead of £78. The reasons for 
this were that vehicles had gone up from £9 to £16, machinery 
from £12 to £16, elect ical goods from £3 to £5, and pottery 
and glass, and cutlery and hardware, from £2 to £3 each. 
The position of textiles was less happy. Wool manufactures 
took about the same share at £6, but cotton had fallen from 
£11 to £7. 

There were some industries for which no export targets 
had been set, including some which manufactured com- 
ponents and had good export markets before the war, 
e.g., electric motors, ball bearings, and precision chain. 
The reason why targets had not been fixed was certainly not 
that the Government thought their contribution to national 
recovery unimportant. On the contrary the output of many 
other industries depended on the level of production in the 
component trades, and exports from the latter were, there- 
fore, being kept low in order that export industries depending 
on them may reach their targets. The jobs being done 
by workers in these industries were, therefore, every bit as 
important as jobs in these industries which made finished 
goods. 

Taking the forecasts for commodity groups made in the 
Economic Survey for this quarter and comparing them with 
actual export achievement, the Chancellor said that the 
metals and metal products group, for example, which 
accounted for almost a half of the programmed total, was 
4-6 per cent. above the forecast. The textiles group, on the 
other hand, accounting for a fifth of the programmed total, 
was 5-4 per cent. below the forecast. Inside that group, 
cotton manufactures were slightly above programme, wool 
manufactures and other textiles 9 per cent. below. It 
should be remembered, however, that the end-1948 rate for 
cotton was only four-fifths of the 1938 volume, whereas for 
woo] manufactures and rayon and silk it was more than 
double. In any event, all the textile groups lost ground in 
March as compared with performance against programme in 
January/February, while the metals group—and miscel- 
laneous manufactures—made considerable progress. In 
the remaining third of the programmed total, chemicals were 
7-7 per cent. below forecast, and coal 26-6 per cent. below, 
while food, drink and tobacco were 2-6 per cent. above 
forecast and raw materials other than coal 26-6 per cent. 
above. All other manufactures taken together were, 
despite the improvement in the third month, nearly 6 per 
cent. beiow the programme. 


Coal Output 


The outstanding deficiency therefore was coal, which had 
to achieve in the second half-year more than double the 
percentage of 1938 exports that was programmed for the 
first half-year, that was 36 per cent., compared with 15 per 
cent.

But, of course, more was wanted, especially of those 
qualities which were most needed in the export markets— 
large steam coal and anthracite from South Wales, gas coal 
from Yorkshire and coking coal from Durham. So, while 
every effort must be made to increase output per man 
everywhere—it had been flagging a bit lately—it was most 
important of all in those districts mentioned. In these 
districts, moreover, there was perhaps more room for 
improvement than there was in most. News of remarkable 
individual achievement had come in lately from the Northern 
Division. Here conditions were less easy than in some of 
the more southerly areas and allowance had to be made for 
this. 

It was also important that the labour force should be 
increased to the 750,000 target suggested in the Economic 
Survey. To reach this net recruitment must increase above 
the rate of the first quarter, which, if continued, without 
improvement, would leave 11,200 men short at the end of 
the year. Net intake over the quarter was 5,200, compared 
with 14,404 in the first quarter of 1947. To reach the target 
an average net intake of nearly 9,000 would be necessary in 
each of the remaining quarters. 

Production of coal-mining machinery was below target 
in the first quarter. Coal cutters were produced at an 
annual rate of 1,300, against a target rate of 1,400, but home 
deliveries were at a rate of 1,060, compared with the 
planned rate of 1,000. Production of conveyors was at an 
annual rate of 3,800 (target 4,700), for the home market 
3,400 (plan 4,000). Tubs and cars with a capacity of just 
over 60,000 tons (target 70,000) were made, all for the 
home market. 


Steel 


Turning next to steel, the Chancellor said that in the first 
three months the output of the industry was at an annual 
rate of 14-9 million tons, compared with the Survey forecast 
of 14 million tons for the year. There was an increase in 
February in all the main types of finished steel, except 
heavy rails and other heavy steel products, which showed 4 
slight decrease, and sheets, which remained stationary at 
the post-war record level of January. In all classes, both 
January and February outputs showed an increase over the 
1947 average. 


Vehicles 


Output of passenger cars in the first quarter averaged 
27,000 a month compared with 24,000 last year, and an 
estimated figure of 28,000 in 1938. Commercial vehicles 
achieved an average of 13,600, compared with 12,900 last 
year, and 8,700 in 1938. An example of the kind of energy 
that was making these figures possible came from Newcastle, 
where a firm producing bodies for public service vehicles 
doubled its 1946 output during last year with very little 
increase in its labour force and some unavoidable material 
shortages. This achievement was ascribed jointly to an 
improved layout of the factory and a spirit of co-operation 
throughout the shop. 

At one large motor works a joint advisory committee 
operated to a large extent through special sub-committees. 
One of these bore entire responsibility for absenteeism and 
dismissal, and had reduced unauthorized absenteeism to 
as low as 0-65 per cent. The co-operative award system

month, compared with 9-9 million last year and 8-52 in 
1938, and 7-36 million lbs. of staple fibre, compared with 
6-96 last year and 2-71 in 1938. 


Wool Textiles 


Output of wool textiles was also rising. Worsted yarn 
production in the first two months averaged 14-86 million 
lbs. a@ month, against 12-86 million last year, and wool 
fabrics (excluding blankets) averaged 22-62 million linear 
yards, against 19-30 million. Firms participating in the 
Ministry of Labour’s ‘‘ Training Within Industry ”’ scheme 
for foremen and supervisors had found it a great help in 
getting quick results from new recruits. At a Bradford 
firm one man was on piece work at the end of ten weeks’ 
training, at the end of the thirteenth week he was on three 
looms, and after four months he was working four looms 
with 80 per cent. efficiency. Another trainee reached 
86 per cent. efficiency on three looms after nine months. 
‘‘ Training Within Industry ’’ was, of course, applicable 
in all industries, but there was perhaps special scope in 
textiles. 


Clothing and Footwear 


Turning to the clothing end of the textile industry, the 
Chancellor said he had heard with interest of a firm that 
went to Darlington to find operatives of the right type, 
started training them from scratch in a church hall, and 
in a little over two months was producing 1,000 suits a 
week with a staff of 300. Already they were doing some 
export trade from this new factory, and the atmosphere 
was described as excellent. So was the atmosphere in a 
Belfast factory making men’s shirts and pyjams¢s for home 
and export. A gilt star was awarded each week for the best 
production performance, and the resulting competition 
between the workers had led to some remarkable results. 
Two women operatives, for example, each felled 324 shirts 
on April 15, which was twice the standard rate. He was 
particularly pleased to learn that this firm had adopted 
the recommendation made in the Economic Survey of setting 
its own targets—which were invariably exceeded. 

Average monthly production of footwear in January and 
February was 11-5 million pairs, compared with 10-3 
million last year, and 11-2 million in 1935. At a Leeds 
footwear factory the production record was held by a 
deaf-and-dumb operative, who for nine hours stitched on 
66 pairs of soles an hour. And at Norwich, a boot and 
shoe firm had increased. output by 25 per cent. since the 
beginning of the year by introducing a special bonus 
scheme. 


Production Index 


Summing up all this evidence of increased effort, the 
Chancellor said that production in February was provision- 
ally estimated to have been higher than at any time since 
the war: 24 per cent. higher than the average for 1946, 
compared with the previous record of 23 per cent. higher in 
November. The Economic Commission for Europe had 
made some calculations which suggested that in the third 
quarter of 1947 industrial production in this country was 
9 per cent. above 1938, compared with an average for the 
United Kingdom and fourteen other European countries 
of 14 per cent. below 1938, or 1 per cent. below if Germany 
was excluded. The output of the nation was going up, 
but on these figures it could not be claimed that it was yet 
going up fast enough.

Sales Continue Higher than a Year 


Earlier in 


ALES by independent retailers in March were higher 
Sinan a year earlier in all ten trades for which returns 

are received, but the rises were without exception 
smaller than those reported in February. When March 
sales are compared with those in February there was a 
substantial all-round increase in the apparel and drapery 
trades as was to be expected in the first month of a new 
coupon period. In contrast to this experience hardware 
and furniture shops, in common with chemists, reported a 
decline in sales. Sales by booksellers, stationers and 
newsagents showed no appreciable change. The remainder 
of the trades represented reported moderately higher 
business than in the preceding month. The table on the 
next page shows index numbers for all months for which 
comprehensive figures are available, and the one below 
gives changes in sales in March and February-March 1948 
compared with the corresponding months of 1947. In 
the adjoining column are percentage changes in sales in 
March 1948, compared with a year earlier, for those districts 
where the numbers of retailers contributing are sufficient 
to allow these comparisons.

WEDNESDAY MAY 5 


Trade with U.S.A. 

Asked what steps were being taken to establish direct 
contact between ordinary trade channels in Britain and 
individual manufacturers in the United States, as recom- 
mended by the European Co-operation Administration, the 
President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Harold Wilson, said 
that the methods of procurement of goods from the United 
States under the European Recovery Programme was still 
under discussion with the Administrator. Pending the 
outcome of these discussions no special steps were being 
taken to vary existing methods of procurement. 


THURSDAY MAY 6 


Chairman for Trading Estates. 

Asked why Mr. S. A. Sadler Forster had been appointed 
full-time Chairman, at £3,000 per annum, of North-Eastern 
Trading Estates, Limited, and Mr. E. Brunning, C.B.E., 
had been appointed part-time Chairman, unpaid, of Wales 
and Monmouthshire Estates, Limited, the President replied 
that the extent and nature of the work which he wished to 
see carried out in the North-East were such that he con- 
sidered it desirable to appoint a full-time salaried Chairman 
in this instance. 


Gas Turbines to U.S.S.R. 

The President said that 55 gas turbine engines of types 
not included in the secret list, and available for export 
generally had been exported to the U.S.S.R. in fulfilment 
of contracts signed in August 1946 and March 1947. No 
component parts as such had been supplied, but the normal 
complement of maintenance spares for the 55 engines had 
been exported to the U.S.S.R. 


Talks with Sweden. 

Asked if he was aware that large orders from Sweden were 
held by hosiery manufacturers for all classes of goods, and 
that the Swedish buyers were unable to obtain import 
licences from their Government ; and if he would ask the 
Swedish Government to implement the trade agreement on 
the strength of which these orders were booked, the President 
replied that he was aware of the position. The difficulties 
in obtaining import licences for these and other goods would 
be the subject of discussions with the Swedish authorities 
which were about to open in Stockholm. 

Leather Clothing. 

Asked whether, in view of the stock position, he would 
consider downpointing leather clothing, the President 
replied that although supplies of the types of leather used 
for this clothing were good at the moment, it was very 
doubtful whether the present level of imports could be 
maintained. He did not consider that the stock position 
called for special action just at present though he would 
keep the position under review.

The total number of bankruptcies in the years 1936/8 

and 1945/7, it was stated, were :—

1938 3,105 1947 626 


Leather Control. 

Asked to consider steps to abolish the Leather Control, 
the President replied that he was not at present satisfied 
that the supply of leather could be maintained at such a 
level as to enable the Control to be withdrawn. Our present 
import programme entailed heavy expenditure in hard 
currency countries, and the balance of payments position 
was such that the level at which expenditure was running 
in 1947 could not be continued. Purchase of hides was 
reduced in the latter part of last year and the effects of this 
would shortly become apparent. 

The President added that he would continue to do all he 
could to make leather available for export trade in leather, 
footwear, and leather goods. The position was under 
continuous review. 


FRIDAY MAY 7 


Bankruptcies, Pre-War and Post-War 
The President stated that for the years 1934-1938, the 
average number of bankruptcies in all trades was 3,324, 


of which 305 were builders. In 1947 the corresponding 
figures were 626 and 78, and for the first quarter of 1948 
they were 253 and 26. 


MONDAY MAY 10 


Purchases by Oversea Visitors 

The President was asked whether a tourist voucher, 
issued in accordance with S.I. No. 767, may be accepted in 
satisfaction of the supply of several goods drawn from more 
than one item number in the schedule, provided they did 
not exceed the coupon value of one item in the schedule, 
He replied that there was, perhaps, some misunderstanding 
about the effect of the First Schedule to the Statutory 
Instrument. The Licence stated that a voucher may be 
used in lieu of coupons for the supply on one occasion only 
of any one rationed article. The only case in which more 
than one article may be supplied against a voucher was if 
the purchase was any one of the named Items 1-12 in the 
Schedule.

| Germany’s Shipbuilding and Marine 


Engineering During the War 


A critical review of all the previous B.I.O.S., C.1.0.S., 
F.I.A.T. and J.I.0.A. reports on Germany’s Shipbuilding 
and Marine Engineering advances during the war period 
has now been published under the title ‘‘ B.I.0.S. Overall 
Report No. 2.” It has been specially written by the British 
Shipbuilding Research Association. 

Among the subjects covered in the report are the follow- 
ing :—Ship Construction, Boilers and Steam Propulsion, 
Gas Turbines, Steering Devices, Auwiliary Machinery and 


| Equipment and Cargo Handling Equipment. 


The report analyses the differences between British and 
German practices and points to some interesting features. 
Commercial competition was planned to the Queen Elizabeth 
by the construction of a 300,000 h.p. vessel developing 4 
speed of 36 to 38 knots. The construction of concrete ships 
as an emergency measure was undertaken and they proved 
quite successful. A model had been developed which 


| combined a gas turbine and a rotary steam boiler which had 
| run at 


5,000 r.p.m. giving 200 h.p., working up to 2,372°F. 
Much research and development work went on in Germany 
to use gas turbines for ship propulsion.

Imports of Italian Fresh Fruit and Vegetables: The 
Ministry of Food announces that it has become necessary 
to introduce new arrangements for the payment of transport 
costs on fresh fruit and vegetables imported into the 
United Kingdom from Italy. ‘These arrangements will 
operate in respect of all consignments of fresh fruit and 
vegetables passing the Italian frontier or leaving Italian 
sea or air ports after midnight May 21/22 next. 

Importers will be required to give a new undertaking to 

the effect that all payments for freight and other charges, 
apart from certain payments to persons resident in this 
country will be transferred in sterling to Italian account 
only. The terms of the undertaking will also make importers 
responsible for ensuring that any forwarding agent employed 
will act in conformity with the new arrangements. Thus, 
forwarding agents who have hitherto been granted various 
foreign currencies to cover freight charges on Italian produce 
incurred in continental countries will now be able to make 
payment for these charges to Italian account only.

Importers to whom import licences have already been 
granted as well as to applicants for new licences. Copies 
may also be obtained from the Ministry of Food, Fresh 
Fruit and Vegetables Division, Import Section, Carlton 
Hotel, Pall Mall, London, S.W.1.

Import of Teaseed Oil: The Ministry of Food announces 
that, in agreement with the Board of Trade, applications 
will be considered for the import of teaseed oil from 
Hongkong. 

Application forms ILD/A should be obtained from the 
Import Licensing Department of the Board of Trade, 
189 Regent Street, London, W.1, or from any of the usual 
Customs Offices or from the Ministry of Food, Oils and Fats 
Division, London Road, Stanmore, Middlesex. After com- 
Pletion the forms must be sent in duplicate direct to the 


Oils and Fats Division of the Ministry of Food at Stanmore 
not later than May 22 next. 

The first quota of licences will be issued as soon as 
possible after May 22 and will be valid for six months. 
Applications reaching the Ministry of Food after May 24 
will not be eligible for consideration for the first quota. 

A further quota of licences will be considered at a date 
to be announced later.

POSTAL SECTION 


Special Issue of Channel Islands Postage Stamps: A 
special issue of postage stamps has been made to com- 
memorate the anniversary of the liberation, in May 1945, 
of the Channel Islands from enemy occupation. As 
previously announced, the issue consists of two denomina- 
tions, 1d. and 24d. It will be known as the Channel 
Islands Liberation issue. 

Both stamps were put on sale at the opening time for 
public business on Monday, May 10, at all Post Offices in 
the Channel Islands. As previously announced they may 
also be bought either by post or by personal application 
at the London Chief Office, King Edward Street, London, 
E.C.1, and at the Head Post Offices at Belfast, Birmingham, 
Bristol, Cardiff, Edinburgh, Leeds and Manchester. Ap- 
plications by post must be accompanied by a crossed money 
order or crossed postal order (payable to Postmaster- 
General) in payment of the face value of the stamps 
required. A stamped addressed envelope must also be 
enclosed—a registered envelope if the order exceeds 10s. 

The Channel Islands Liberation issue will be on sale 
for about four months or until the issue is exhausted. 
They are valid in payment of postage on letters, etc., 
posted anywhere in Great Britain, Northern Ireland, 
the Channel Islands and the Isle of Man. 

The stamps, which are double the normal size and 
similar in colour to the ordinary ld. and 24d, stamps 
respectively, are different in design but each portrays a 
‘* vraicing ” or sea-weed gathering scene familiar to Channel 
Islanders the world over.

Telephone and Telegraph Services to Palestine: The 
Postmaster-General announces that the connection of 
telephone calls to Palestine, Iraq, Transjordan and the 
Lebanon cannot be guaranteed owing to land-line diffi- 
culties beyond Cairo. 

The letter telegram service to Palestine is entirely 
suspended and other categories (except Forces’ telegrams) 
can be accepted only for Haifa, Jerusalem and Tel Aviv, 
those for Jerusalem being restricted to Government, 
Press and full-rate messages addressed to Consulates and 
Banks. 

Telegrams for ‘‘ British Forces in Palestine”? can be 
accepted until further notice. 

All telegrams are accepted at senders’ risk and are 
liable to delay dependent on local conditions.

Telephone Service with the French Zone of Germany: 
The Postmaster-General announces that telephone service 
has been opened with the French Zone of Germany. The 
minimum charge for a three-minute call from any place 
in Great Britain, Northern Ireland, the Channel Islands 
or the Isle of Man to any place in the French Zone of 
Germany within 400 kilometres of Emmerich is 10s. ;

by Quality and 


Delivery Dates 


(By our Industrial Correspondent) 


HE second post-war British Industries Fair closes 
to-day. Despite the current difficulties and expense of 
travelling, it has attracted buyers from all parts of the 
world—from more than 86 countries—to the three gigantic 
Fair buildings of Olympia, Earls Court and Castle Bromwich. 

So much might reasonably have been expected in 1947, 
when the Fair was first held after a lapse of eight years. 
That the achievement should be repeated only twelve months 
later says much for the reputation of British manufacturers 
to be well in the lead with new products and processes. 

It seems agreed that this year’s B.I.F. was the finest trade 
fair ever staged in Britain. Some oversea visitors have gone 
further, and have rated it among the finest in the world. 
Buyers from Eastern Europe have passed through the turn- 
stiles with those from America; Scandinavians have pre- 
dominated, and there have been contingents from all parts 
of the Commonwealth and Empire. Almost all have praised 
the organization of the Fair and the attractive layout of the 
stands. Almost all have been delighted with the quality of 
the goods displayed, and with the speed-up of delivery dates 
compared with last year. 

On the debit side are a few complaints—not many—that 
certain types of light manufactures are not designed 
specifically for potential markets; frank warning, notably 
from Canada, that prices in some lines are climbing too high ; 
and, most serious, the fact that import restrictions very often 
are making it impossible for would-be buyers to take home 
the goods they like and need. 

It was the impression of a Federation of British Industries 
official at the end of the first week that oversea orders were 
amounting to less than last year, but that the very great 
number of applications made for agencies abroad augured 
well for the future. Member-firms in the leather and textile 
sections were not as happy as they might be, their home 
trade hit by overstocking and their oversea business by 
import restrictions. 

The foregoing paragraphs sum up the views of a great 
number of people interviewed at the various sections of the 
Fair—officials, trade association representatives, exhibitors, 
interpreters, home and oversea buyers, and members of the 
public. 

During the first week of the exhibition it was visited by 
8,892 buyers from abroad and 62,199 from the home market. 
The general public came in big battalions on the two 
Wednesdays, but Saturday was their record day when 
92,364 passed through the turnstiles. The attendance on 
Monday was: oversea buyers, 1,577 ; home buyers, 11,877 ; 
total, 13,454. 


Big Orders at Birmingham 


** Firms of established reputation,” said the Fair manager 
at Castle Bromwich, ‘‘ naturally expect to do well at a show 
of this kind. It is a measure of the Fair’s success that the 
newcomers to the export field are also doing business.’”’ The 
biggest surprise to many exhibitors, he went on, was the 
noticeable ‘‘ softening’? of markets hitherto restricted, 
particularly the United States and Latin America, which 
only three months ago represented a closed shop against 
British goods. 

Here are some highlights among the oversea orders booked 
during the first week of the Fair. 

An Iranian buyer at Birmingham, with big plans for the 
improvement of his country’s water supply, offered to sign 
on the spot an order for £30,000 worth of engine-driven 
pumps exhibited by a Manchester firm. He wanted a 
hundred pumps altogether—engine-driven because there is 
no general electric power supply. Closer enquiries into the 
buyer’s exact needs are being made before the deal is finally 
negotiated. 

To oblige an oversea customer a ropemaking firm exhibit- 
ing in Birmingham arranged part delivery of an order by air, 
so that Tripolitanian tunny fishers could start their season 
without delay. The order was placed on Monday, the 
opening day, and B.O.A.C. safely delivered 20 coils of fishing 
rope, each 720 feet long, on Thursday of the same week. 

Britain will get the orders for the equipment required to 
build the Southern Rhodesian Government’s £18,000,000 
Zambesi Irrigation Project, which it is hoped to start in 
1951. This declaration was made by the High Commis- 


sioner in an interview at Birmingham, where he added that 
consulting engineers would be called in later this year. 

A manufacturer of electrical appliances reported that in 
the first three days of the Fair at Birmingham he had booked 
more orders than during the whole run of last year’s B.1.F, 
Business done included 1,000 washing machines, worth 
£29,000, to Argentina, subject only to approval of samples, 
Negotiations were also opened with an Australian manufac- 
turer for a supply of 10,000 wringers to be fitted to washing 
machines made in the Antipodes. 

Twenty French industrialists paid a one-day flying visit 
to Birmingham, from Paris to Castle Bromwich airfield, ag 
the guests of a British radiant heat firm who hope shortly to 
launch a project in France worth £500,000 a year. Apart 
from their main business, the French visitors were eager to 
see the gas turbine automobile engine ‘‘ about which all] 
France has been talking.” 

A Birmingham exhibitor of a metal pre-treatment (anti- 
rust) process received an order from Turkey which will, over 
a period of time, be worth £20,000. He has also had 
enquiries from oversea visitors from Belgium and Canada 
and from the representatives of three great American 
engineering concerns. He learned with surprise that there 
is no process available in the United States similar to the 
British invention. 


Soviet Delegates’ Visit 


Members of the Soviet Trade Delegation visited Birming- 
ham and made enquiries for awl machines, knockout grids 
for foundries, blending machines and heating furnaces, 


Electro-magnets interested a visitor from Vienna, who 
placed an order on behalf of the Electrical Industry Associa- 
tion of Austria for 65-inch diameter lifting magnets to the 
value of nearly £4,000. 


A manufacturer of refrigerators who, three months ago, 
was finding it difficult to sell his goods abroad, took an order 
at Birmingham from an Egyptian buyer for equipment 
worth £17,500, and before he had time to celebrate was 
drawing up contracts worth £2,000 for Argentina, £1,000 for 
Sweden, and others with buyers from Morocco and Burma. 
‘* There is no doubt,’”’ he commented, ‘‘ that in these days 
one has to cut costs, cut profits and step up advertising. 
For us, this policy has turned poor prospects into good ones.” 


A firm making metal scaffolding and construction equip- 
ment had many enquiries from Scandinavian buyers who 
say they are running short of timber for building. A con- 
siderable initial order was placed by an Egyptian firm and 
negotiations are going on for a £25,000 contract in connection 
with the building of a dam in Northern Portugal. 


Latin-American buyers who came to Birmingham were 
interested in a wide range of goods, notably locomotives, 
steel wagons, rails and forgings. Firms specializing in 
equipment used for the erection of concrete buildings report 
eager enquiries from Venezuela, Argentina and Colombia. 
Refrigerators are sought by Brazilian visitors, and there is 
also demand for high-class bathroom and sanitary fitments, 
hinges, flanges and fittings for pipelines, and metal furni- 
ture. A typical comment was made by the exhibitor who 
said, ‘‘ Britain has every reason to be pleased with the 
business she is doing in South America—despite the fact 
that the United States is our keenest competitor in these 
lines.” 


In brief. M. Kouznetsov, who flew from Russia, bought 
a ‘* lock with a million keys ” for the protection of his home 
in Moscow. Swedish shipping companies have made 
enquiries for radar equipment which may result in a £15,000 
order, and there have been similar enquiries from Finland. 
An order has been booked for £60,000 worth of pumps and 
rain-making machinery; the rain-maker being a giant 
sprayer which can reproduce a half-inch rainfall over an aree 
of 24 acres. The sales manager of a labelling-machine 
manufacturer, exhibiting for the first time, says he 18 
satisfied that he has reached customers who would never 
have got to know about his product in the normal way of 
business. Buyers from Argentina, Chile and the United 
States are showing interest in a prefabricated bungalow 
prototype which was built for West African educational 
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authorities. Dr. N.M. Borodin, Russian scientist, has asked 
for immediate delivery of 10 refrigerators to the State 
laboratory in Moscow. 


Focal point of the Fair in London is the leather industries 
section at Earls Court, covering an area of 75,000 square 
fet and displaying the wares of nearly 300 firms. The 
section has been organized by the Leather, Footwear and 
Allied Industries Export Corporation, and _ brilliantly 
designed by Mr. Hulme Chadwick, A.R.C.A., A.R.A.E.S. 
It suggests a town, in which the avenues and arcades are 
lined with the exhibits of leather goods makers, shoemakers, 
lather and glove makers, British craftsmen all. In the 
entre is the Leather Pavilion, ‘‘ Town Hall” of the 
industry, where the Corporation has a highly-efficient 
information bureau. 


It is in this section of the Fair that the most contradictory 
reports of business prospects are to be heard. An official of 
the Export Corporation summed them up with caution at 
the end of the first week when he told me, ‘‘ The attendance 
of foreign buyers has been fairly good. Some firms, notably 
the big and long-established ones, have done very well 
indeed ; others not so well. Many of the big tentative 
orders have been placed by Scandinavian buyers who may 
ormay not be able to get import licences. There have been 
relatively few enquiries from North America. In made-up 
leather goods the demand has been for standard, traditional 
lines rather than novelties. The footwear business is quiet ; 
leather variable.”’ 


An exhibitor who specializes in luggage said the number of 
oversea visitors to his stand had been disappointing. There 
was not the ‘‘ mad scramble ”’ of last year. He found the 
price factor everywhere very serious, but had been much 
encouraged by the orders placed for his leather-cloth luggage 
—because in this line his prices were competitive and his 
material supply good. 


The export manager of a firm of handbag manufacturers 
( probably,” he said, ‘‘ the biggest exporters of handbags 
from Britain ”’) said his company was doing a brisk business, 
particularly with Switzerland, Belgium and North America, 
largely because they were regarded as ‘‘ the Rolls Royce of 
the handbag trade” and were to a great extent spared the 
price-resistance which he thought was seriously troubling 
some smaller and newer entrants to the trade. ‘ 


A shoemaker whose record of export business went back 
to 1840 said how delighted he had been to renew acquaint- 
ance with oversea buyers who had come to his stand from 
more than a dozen countries—Australia, Abyssinia and 
Jamaica among them. His sales were at a rate equal to 
those made at the previous year’s B.I.F. He had that 
morning booked an order for £10,000 worth of boots for 
Belgium, and was at the time of my call negotiating a still 
bigger contract with a Norwegian buyer. He was confident 
there would soon be a general relaxation of import restric- 
tions. 


Goods sent by Air 


A London maker of women’s fashion shoes is losing no 
time in making deliveries. Despatching the goods by air, 
it is nothing unusual for him to fulfil an order to the Con- 
tinent or to Malta within a week, and his record is a mere 
*%hours. Over 2,000 pairs of women’s shoes have been sent 
to Switzerland in this way, and it is proving a good selling 
point to buyers whose stocks are dangerously low or who 
want to be almost literally up to the minute in fashion. 


A new type of sports shoe with its crepe sole welded to 
crepe instead of leather has proved popular with oversea 
buyers, and large orders have been placed by agents from 
the United States, Canada, Sweden and Denmark. 


_ The Duke and Duchess of Gloucester displayed a keen 
interest in the leather section of the Fair. The Duchess 
asked specially to see a new type of extra-light golden 
analine stained travelling case, and at another stand asked 
about the production of fur-lined boots and shoes. She was 
intrigued by a bag of horn-backed crocodile which was 
Presented to the Princess Royal. 


Among the novelties, kiddies’ harness prettily embossed 
with animal figures is proving popular with Swiss buyers. 


The textile section at Earls Court, though not so large as 
year, is attractive and wide in its scope. A buyer from 
one of the largest stores in Sydney, and another from Egypt, 
have placed orders for ‘‘ the greatest quantities available ”’ 
of new shrink-controlled woollen garments displayed there. 
A visitor from Cairo was dividing up his order for 150,000 
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pairs of nylon stockings between a number of exhibitors at 
Earls Court. 


The export manager of another textile firm reported that 
he had received firm orders worth about £52,000, and 
another £70,000 worth, subject to import licences, from 
firms in Portugal, Hong Kong, India, Iran, Holland and 
Scandinavian countries. The cloths most in demand were 
worsted and serge suitings and lengths of black dress coating 
for evening wear. 


Artificial orchids made from goose feathers have been 
bought by Hong Kong agents for the fashion centres of 
China and Japan. Non-shrink woollen goods, made also in 
the United States and other countries under licence from the 
British inventors, attracted the special attention of Mrs. 
Lewis Douglas, wife of the American Ambassador. So 
many orders were received for a patterned dual rayon, made 
by a cecret process, that production capacity is absorbed for 
the next nine months. 


The jewellery section, which includes clocks and watches, 
cutlery and silverware, has proved the biggest draw at 
Olympia. It is estimated that over 25,000 visitors filed 
past Princess Elizabeth’s wedding and birthday gifts of 
gems during the first week. Foreign buyers, however, were 
not forgetful of the industrial diamonds on show. Exhibi- 
tors agree that business in jewellery is better than last year. 


So do the makers of silverware, but the cutlers find 
oversea buyers ‘‘ more particular’ than they were. For all 
that, they have booked three times the value of orders from 
abroad compared with those of home buyers—with delivery 
dates varying between three and eight weeks. 


The horological exhibitors have done better business than 
in 1947, particularly in electric alarm clocks, 30-hour time- 
pieces and wall clocks of all types. One American firm has 
placed an order for 10,000 memorial clocks which com- 
memorate the Landing of the Pilgrims. The King and 
Queen showed great interest in the clocks and watches 
displayed ; they and Queen Mary made several purchases. 


For Paris Police Cars 


Some of the radio exhibitors at Olympia were a little 
cross at being ‘‘ tucked away in a corner,” as they describe 
it, particularly in view of the fact that there will be no 
national radio show this year. Nevertheless, their stands 
attracted a fairly constant flow of visitors. 


Paris police cars are likely to be fitted with British radio 
equipment to the value of £19,000 as a result of the visit of 
one of their officials, who demanded a quotation for 100 
mobile transmitting and receiving sets. An Iraq firm asked 
for a scheme to be worked out whereby mobile desert patrols 
can maintain contact over areas of up to 300 miles. 

““A Southend-on-Sea firm booked orders to the extent of 
£20,000 during the first week of the Fair, buyers coming from 
Europe, India and South America. Representatives of aero 
clubs are interested in the equipment for light aircraft 
displayed on this stand. A set the size of a lady’s handbag 
evoked great interest ; one of them was engraved with the 
Egyptian Royal Arms and sent to King Farouk for his 
personal use. 

Another monarch—Haile Selassie of Abyssinia—was 
represented at Olympia by the Swiss instructor of the Court 
Orchestra, who ordered a complete set of 150 band instru- 
ments from an old-established London firm. The band, 
which is just re-forming after its fadeout at the time of the 
Italo-Abyssinian war, plays Continental and English 
marches beside native airs. The same firm is fulfilling an 
order placed by the Dutch government for £500 worth of 
English musical scores for the Batavia radio station. 

An impressive display of printing machinery at Olympia 
attracted two brothers from Kenya who, intending to start 
a weekly newspaper there, have come to Britain prepared to 
spend a quarter of a million pounds on plant. Their first 
order, for £10,000, was placed with a Manchester firm for 
auto-platens, which have not previously been seen in the 
colony. 

Joys of Toyland 

The toy section at Olympia is comprehensive enough to 
provide hours of amusement, and one suspects that some 
visitors, their serious business done, are to be found among 
these stands with no more important end in view than to 
recapture for a brief spell the joys of a vanished childhood. 
The head of an important British toy firm told me that 
oversea buyers were not quite so numerous as last year, but 
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that good business had been achieved. He was regretful 
that, because of import restrictions, Argentina was now 
completely out of the picture so far as toys were concerned. 
In contrast to last year, almost immediate delivery— 
qualified only by shipping delays—could be promised. 

John Cobb, racing motorist, watched the signing up of 
orders for a clockwork replica of his Mobil-Railton Special 
which captured the world’s land speed record at 394 miles 
anhour. There was a brisk demand from Belgium, Switzer- 
land and Australia. Another popular toy model was that of 
a car guaranteed never to fall off the edge of the table. 

A Canadian buyer was so impressed by a precision-made 
kiddies’ racing car that he immediately had a sample flown 
from Heathrow to Montreal. The car was invented by an 
ex-serviceman who had evolved the idea while he was a 
prisoner of war in Hong Kong. Failing to get a manufac- 
turer to produce it, he set up his own factory in which he now 
turns out thirty a week. 

United States buyers are negotiating to buy 500 auto- 
matic information machines of the type now in service at 
Olympia and Earls Court. These were not intended for sale 
—and neither is the world’s fastest telegraph transmitter 
(it can send 1,000 words a minute) for which many oversea 
enquiries have been made at Birmingham. 

The public’s day in London last Saturday drew coach- 
loads of workers from exhibitors’ factories. But perhaps 
the most unexpected visitor of all was a German prisoner of 
war, in brown battledress and sporting an oversea buyers’ 
badge, who turned up at Birmingham. He said he was a 
Protestant clergyman, collecting impressions of Britain’s 
industrial recovery for use in a sermon. 

And that would seem a fitting note on which to close. 





New Capital Issues 


The following statistics have been compiled by the 
Midland Bank, Limited. These compilations of issues of 
new capital, which are subject to revision, exclude all borrow- 
ings by the British Government ; shares issued to vendors ; 
allotments arising from the capitalization of reserve funds 
and undivided profits; sales of already issued securities 
which add nothing to the capital resources of the company 
whose securities have been offered ; and issues in replace- 
ment of securities previously held in the United Kingdom. 
The figures are based upon the prices of issue. 

On the above basis the total of new capital issues for 
April 1948 is £2,544,000 (as against £9,758,000 in April 
1947) making £56,604,000 for the first four months of the 
year (as against £54,264,000 for the first four months of 
1947, and £38,219,000 for the corresponding period of 1938).

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Practical Marketing Problems in 
Western Canada 


The following article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade 
Commissioner at Vancouver. The Export Promotion Department, Thames House North, Millbank, 
London, 8S.W.1, will be pleased to answer any questions arising out of this article. 


HE various kinds of business opportunities which exist 

in Western Canada, that vast territory stretching from 

the Great Lakes to the Pacific Coast and consisting of 
no less than 24 million square miles, were outlined in an 
aticle published in the Board of Trade Journal on May 31, 
1947, page 896. That huge area cannot be considered, 
however, as a single economic unit, for its great width of 
neatly 2,000 miles is divided into the great Prairie country 
consisting of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, itself 
by no means of uniform economic pattern ; then come the 
Rockies, 2 psychological as well as a physical barrier which 
change the scene from one of differing livelihoods and habits 
and of extreme Prairie temperatures of dry cold and heat 
into the British Columbia scene, with its Pacific air and 
temperament and its more temperate and moist climate, 
where, on the seaboard, in particular, diversified industrial 
development is taking its place alongside the basic industries 
of lumbering, mining, fishing and agriculture. 

In this short article the writer wishes to discuss some of 
the marketing difficulties which beset the United Kingdom 
manufacturers in the Canadian West, particularly in the 
mgineering and machinery fields, and to see whether it is 
possible to suggest some practical solutions to the problems 
which are so often encountered. 

First let it be admitted that, generally speaking, the 
average United Kingdom engineering concern has in the 
past tended to regard the difficulties in the way of marketing 
his equipment and services in Western Canada as almost 
insurmountable. There are, it is true, a few notable 
«xceptions, and those courageous and enterprising United 
Kingdom companies, or groups of companies, who continued 
in their efforts to enter the market in spite of the adjacent 
and intensive competition from the United States, and in 
face of increasing competition from the rapidly expanding 
Canadian industrial system, have been rewarded, and are 
sill being rewarded, for their persistence, courage and 
faith in their own products. 


Industrial Development 


In Ontario and Quebec are to be found two-thirds of 
(Canada’s total population; and much more than that 
proportion of the Dominion’s heavy industry is located in 
these two Provinces. Great and ever increasing develop- 
ment will undoubtedly take place there, but in Canada’s 
West a firm beginning is being made, and the future is big 
with possibilities. 

It is because of the incipient nature of the West that 
particular consideration should be given, for example, to 
the nascent engineering industries of the port of Vancouver, 
Whose shipbuilding and shipping interests received such a 
gteat impetus from the last war. Consider also the vast 
and growing logging activity on which, and on the increas- 
ingly important pulp and paper industries, so much of 
British Columbia’s future prosperity is based ; the great 
Mineral wealth all across the West; the coal deposits in 
Alberta, where more than half the Dominion’s total supplies 
ate to be found, and, above all, the oil and natural gas in 
that same Province, virtually the sum total of all produced 
ithe whole of the Dominion ; the significant opening up of 
the tich Peace River district, the Pacific Great Eastern 
Railway and the Alaska Highway ; the strategic North with 
its vital uranium and plutonium supplies ; the important 
imgation projects all across the Prairies, the sewage disposal 

ns, power generation and transmission and water purifi- 
cation schemes and so on, all meaning a vast amount of 
machinery, plant and engineering equipment of all kinds 
Which is going to be required in the not very distant future. 

ost of it can go cheaply to its destination by the all-sea 
toute via the Panama Canal. 

United Kingdom ‘Trade Commissioners working in 

‘stern Canada during the past two or three years have 


done their best to encourage United Kingdom engineering 
companies to study for themselves the ever-growing 
openings in the West, and they would be failing badly in 
their duty if they were not at this moment pointing out 
emphatically the extreme opportuneness of the present 
time and circumstances. 


U.K. Representation 


These officials have been well aware at the same time, 
however, of the great difficulties under which all United 
Kingdom manufacturers have had to work during the post- 
war period, and of how difficult it has been for such firms 
to spare important directors, export managers or experienced 
technicians (and it is little use sending somebody who is 
not fully qualified to explore intelligently and to make 
decisions) to look into the situation at first hand. 

What any investigator from Britain, of whatever calibre 
he may be, is certain to find, and to be impressed by on 
coming out here, is the extreme receptiveness of the West, 
most of whose timber, mineral, fishing, grain and other 
agricultural resources are marketed in the United Kingdom, 
a fact well understood and appreciated by the Western 
logger, fisherman, miner, fruit grower and grain producer, 
who would like to buy more from Britain so that he in his 
turn can go on producing and selling more to his best 
customer. 

But it has to be recorded with regret that Trade Com- 
missioners have found that, in spite of extreme good-will 
from possible customers, and notwithstanding well inten- 
tioned efforts by many United Kingdom manufacturers, 
as well as by the Export Promotion Department of the 
Board of Trade, all their efforts have too often: been rendered 
nugatory, and an impasse has been reached, simply because 
discussions and negotiations never passed the paper stage, 
and because there was no actual merchandise to be seen, 
tried, tested and explained to potential customers by a 
qualified representative of the United Kingdom company 
which manufactured it. 

The Trade Commissioner is a layman, but he knows, and 
has ready access to, mill and mine managers in his territory, 
to logging and fishing superintendents, to purchasing agents 
in the public utility services and to all others who place 
orders or who directly or indirectly influence the placing 
of orders for engineering plant and products. The writer 
recalls the many and varied market prospects into which 
he and his assistants have enquired during the past two 
or three years ; into such a widely diversified range of goods 
as milking and dairy machinery, stationary engines, electric 
vehicles, diesels, mill supplies of all kinds, mining machinery, 
electrical equipment, fire-fighting apparatus, construction 
and irrigation plant and so on. But they are neither 
engineers nor technicians and they have no authority to 
make sales, if they were able to do so. 

Possessed as he may be of all the good-will in the world, 
the purchasing agent of, for example, a transportation 
company cannot be blamed if he is found to be unwilling 
to place an order for (say) an electric vehicle, on the basis of 
catalogue recommendation or from listed specifications 
when the merchandise was simply not available, nor was 
likely to be for a long time ahead. 

The position is, of course, quite different in the case of 
expendable consumer goods, but much needed Canadian 
dollars cannot be earned unless the goods and services are 
there to be sold. There is a different story to tell when a 
factory representative is there on the spot with actual 
equipment, and the writer records with pleasure a recent 
practical and successful demonstration in Vancouver of 
fire extinguishers given by the United Kingdom manu- 
facturer’s agent before a score or so fire-chiefs, municipal 
officials and representatives from the wholesale and other 


trade outlets.

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Practical Marketing Problems—(Continued) 

In the case mentioned above the demonstration was given 
by the United Kingdom firm’s resident representative who, 
however, had not been long out from the United Kingdom 
and was therefore thoroughly conversant with his subject 
and his firm’s product, but not all, in fact far too few, 
resident agents have the necessary technical knowledge, 
however gifted their salesmanship may be, to clinch any- 
thing like the number of sales prospects which come their 
way ; and some of them have too many agencies to be able 
to do justice to them all. 


Sales Problems 

Many agents have been appointed in the past by United 
Kingdom firms who have never even seen their representa- 
tives, although it must be admitted that in some cases 
successful results have been achieved, clearly a personal 
contact is very much to be desired. 

The writer remembers the efforts made by himself and 
by the Export Promotion Department to line up United 
Kingdom engineering principals for an important Vancouver 
engineering works which, about two years ago, established 
a subsidiary agency company for the specific purpose of 
handling machinery and equipment (imported or of domestic 
manufacture) used in Western Canadian logging, mining, 
fishing, paper, pulp and other industries, of types which did 
not compete with the products of the parent company. 
The manager of the subsidiary agency company is an 
Englishman and familiar with much United Kingdom 
engineering practice and merchandise. but in spite of all his 
keenness to represent United Kingdom firms and in spite 
of all the efforts made on his behalf the net result has been 
practically negligible. Trade Commissioners all across 
Canada have no doubt had many similar experiences. 

A visit to the United Kingdom by such well disposed 
persons does, it is true, sometimes produce better results, 
but not always, for the United Kingdom supply position 
during the post-war period has been such that reasonably 
early delivery could not be made, with the result that no 
headway at all has been possible. 

When a thorough-going survey has been undertaken in 
Western Canada by United Kingdom exporters, surprising 
and very satisfactory results have sometimes been achieved 
in directions least expected. It is recalled, for example, 
that when the manager of the lifts department of a certain 
United Kingdom company came out to superintend a 
particular escalator order he discovered that his firm’s 
technique in refrigeration, another of their activities, was 
ahead of North American practice, with the result that a 
refrigeration engineer has now been sent out from home and 
is permanently established in Canada looking after the new 
business which initially had not been sought at all. 

Again, the writer recalls with great satisfaction two visits 
paid to Western Canada a year or so ago by the managing 
director of two associated United Kingdom mining machin- 
ery manufacturers which were followed up by the sending 
out of one of their own highly qualified mining engineers 
who settled on the Western Canadian coalfields and spent 
many months getting acquainted with all the colliery owners, 
managers and purchasing agents, with the most profitable 
and surprising results. 

Summed up, this all means that ever increasing oppor- 
tunities are waiting in the opening up of the Canadian West ; 
that the time for United Kingdom engineering concerns to 
concentrate on this market (and on the Canadian market 
as a whole) is particularly propitious at the present moment, 
owing to Canada’s necessary curtailment of many purchases 
in the United States ; that personal investigation by senior 
and responsible directors is advisable ; that, once the decision 
to attack the market has been made, resident sales engineers 
should normally be appointed ; persistence and courage 
should be maintained, and above all, plant and equipment 
must be made available, with complete servicing facilities, 
for no Canadian dollars can be forthcoming to help the 
United Kingdom balance of payments until the goods and 
services are actually there.

India’s share of the trade in each type of cotton cloth 
declined, whilst the United States continued to increase 
her sales on the market. 


Japan already provides 0-8 per cent. of the total trade 
imports of Kenya and Uganda ; over four-fifths of this trade 
at the moment is in cotton piece-goods because, owing to 
the currency question, only essential goods are licensed 
and cotton piece-goods fall within this classification. 


Export Trade 


The domestic exports of Kenya during the year 1947 were 
valued at £9,617,941 as compared with £7,094,794 in 1946. 
This represented an increase of 36 per cent. over 1946. 
Domestic exports from Uganda, valued at £11,447,680 in 
1947 were 19 per cent. above the 1946 figure of £9,657,026. 


Re-exports from Kenya and Uganda were valued at 
£5,601,395 as compared with £3,842,491, an increase of 


46 per cent. Total exports from the two Territories 
amounted, therefore, to £26,667,016, compared with 
£20,594,31l—an increase of 29 per cent. (Re-exports 
include goods, the growth, produce or manufacture of 
Tanganyika, to the value of £1,615,100 in 1947 as compared 
with £1,370,123 in 1946.) The quantities and values of 
the principal commodities of domestic produce exported 
during 1947 (with comparable figures for 1946) are given

The drop in exports of pyrethrum is most marked 3 
especially since it is an important dollar earner, The slump 
in exports has been mainly due to stocks already in hand 
but, according to a recent press announcement, the situation 
has been eased as a result of discussions which have taken 
place with the Board of Trade. The quantities of sisal and 
coffee exported in 1947 were also less than those exported 
in 1946 although in both cases the value of the exports was 
greater. No details showing the destinations of exports 
are available, but it seems likely that the drop in exports 
of the three commodities, all of which are important items 
in the export trade to the United States, may largely account 
for the drop in total exports to that destination. 





Representation of United Kingdom 
Firms in China 


The British Embassy in Shanghai has drawn attention 
to the need in its Commercial Department of as complete 
a record as possible of the agency arrangements in China 
of United Kingdom firms. This record is regularly in 
process of revision and is substantial but it is felt that there 
are many instances in which United Kingdom firms have 
local agents of which the Commercial Department has no 
knowledge. The record is most useful in answering enquiries 
from local firms anxious to obtain British goods and, in 
order to make it as comprehensive as possible, United 
Kingdom manufacturers and exporters, who are not sure 
that their agency arrangements are known to the Commer- 
cial Department, are asked to send brief particulars to: 
The Minister (Commercial), British Embassy, 27 The Bund, 
Shanghai. 


The particulars required are the name of the principal, 
a brief description of the product or products covered, the 
name and address of the agent, the territory which he 
covers, and the form of arrangement, e.g., whether exclusive 
distributorship with representative importing on his own 
account, or booking of orders on a commission basis, or 
other arrangement.

OTIFICATION has been received from His Majesty’, 
Nirnbassy at Buenos Aires of the issue of Centra] 

Bank Circular No. 956 of April 6. This circular 
authorizes prior exchange permits on Form 146B (at 
auction rate of exchange, i.e. 19-89 pesos to the £) for the 
importation into Argentina of 8, 9 and 16 mm. silent and 
sound cinematograph films and 35 mm. films when they are 
news films or of a documentary, instructional, illustrative, 
or similar nature, whatever their country of origin. The 
authority to import will be subject to any existing or 
future regulations of the Department of Public Entertain- 
ment concerning their characteristics, for which purpose 
certificate of this Department must be endorsed on the 
reverse side of the documents concerned. 

The granting of Prior Exchange Permits on Form 1468 
(at auction rate of exchange, i.e. 19-89 pesos to the £) will 
also be considered, with validity up to June 30, 1948, and 
subject to prior study in each case, for imports of full-size 
films irrespective of their country of origin. For films 
originating in countries which have freely convertible 
currencies, exchange permits authorized may not exceed 
25 per cent. of the total full-size films imported from such 
countries, by each firm during the year 1947. In this case, 
the firms concerned must make a sworn declaration on 
Form 104D giving full details of clearance certificates, 
quantity, value and origin of films imported during 1947,

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Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes 


Industries Referred to Indian Tariff Board 


HE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in New 
T: elhi has forwarded a copy of a Resolution No. 134-T 

(19)/47 dated April 10, 1948, which states that the 
Government of India have decided to refer to the Tariff 
Board for investigation the cases of the following indus- 
tries which were established before the war and were 
granted tariff protection on the basis of recommendations 
made by previous Tariff Boards :— 

(i) Magnesium chloride; (ii) sericulture; (iii) artificial 
silk and cotton and artificial silk mixed fabrics ; (iv) silver 
thread and wire (including so-called gold thread and wire 
mainly made of silver) and silver leaf, including also imi- 
tation gold and silver thread and wire, lametta and metallic 
spangles and articles of a like nature, of whatever metal 
made; and fabrics containing gold or silver thread; and 
(v) sugar. 

The protection in these cases has been continued for a 
further period of one year from April 1, 1948 by the Pro- 
tective Duties Continuation Act, 1948. 

The Tariff Board is now requested to examine in detail 
the question of protection enjoyed by the above-mentioned 
industries and to report to the Government of India what 
protective measures, if any, should be continued after 
March 31, 1949. 

“Firms and persons interested in any of these industries 
or in industries dependent on the use of these articles who 
desire that their views should be considered by the Tariff 
Board should address their representations direct to the 
Secretary of the Tariff Board, Contractor Building, Nicol 
Road, Ballard Estate, Bombay. ' 

United Kingdom trade interests are reminded, however, 
that the Board of Trade, Export Promotion Department, 
Thames House North, Millbank, London, S.W.1. will be 
glad to advise and assist in the preparation and submission 
of representations to the Tariff Board. 


Continuation of Protective Duties: The United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at Delhi has forwarded a copy of the 
Protective Duties Continuation Act, 1948, which provides 
for the following amendments to the Indian Customs 
Tariff :— 

The duration of the protective rates of duty on the 
following tariff items has been extended until March 31, 
1949 :— 

17 (Sugar); 28 (5) (Magnesium chloride); 28 (15) (Cal- 
cium chloride); 28 (17) (Potassium bichromate, sodium 
bichromate and all chrome compounds) ; 46 (silk, raw and 
cocoons); 46 (1) (Silk waste and noils); 47 (silk yarn) ; 
47 (1) (silk sewing thread); 48 (Fabrics, n.o.s., containing 
more than 90 per cent. of silk); 48 (1) (Fabrics, n.o.s., 
containing more than 90 per cent. of artificial silk); 48 (4) 
(Fabrics, n.o.s., containing more than 10 and not more 
than 90 per cent. of silk) ; 48 (5) (Fabrics, n.o.s., containing 
more than 10 and not more than 90 per cent. of artificial 
sik); 48 (7) (Fabrics, n.o.s., containing more than 50 and 
not more than 90 per cent. of cotton); 48 (10) (Fabrics, 
containing gold or silver thread) ; 61 (5) (Silver thread and 
wire, etc.). 

Item No. 63 (30) (Alloy, tool or special steel, rod, bar 
and flat) has been reclassified and protection continued up 
to March 81, 1949, but at revised rates of duty on the basis 
of the recommendations of the Tariff Board recently an- 
nounced (see Board of Trade Journal of May 1, 1948). 

The revised classification is as follows :— 

63 (80) Rods or bars of alloy, tool or special steel of the 
following categories, but excluding precision ground or 
polished bars, bright drawn bars, blue reeled bars and 
silver steel finish bars :— 

(1) High speed steel containing more than 13 per cent. 

tungsten, 

(2) Stainless and heat resisting steel containing more 

than 11 per cent. chromium, 

(8) Other alloy steels not included in category (1) or (2), 

containing any of the following :— 
(i) 0-40 per cent. or more of chromium or nickel ; 
(ii) 0-10 per cent. or more of molybdenum, tung- 
sten or vanadium; or 
(iii) 10 per cent. or more of manganese 
(a) of British manufacture . .30 per cent. 
ad valorem. 


(6b) not of British manufacture. .42 per cent. 
ad valorem. 

Previous duties under this heading were :— 

63 (30) Alloy tool or special steel, rod, bar and flat :— 

(a) Of British manufacture :— 

1} times the excise duty leviable for the time 
being on steel ingots produced in British India* 
plus Rs.10 per ton or 10 per cent. ad valorem, 
whichever is higher, plus { of such higher amount.

Headings under items 63 (2) and 63 (3) have been amended 
as follows, but duties remain unchanged (additions are 
shown in ttalics) :— 

63 (2) Iron or steel angle, channel, tee, flat (other than 
alloy, tool or special steel specified in item No. 63 (30)), 
beam, zed, trough and piling. 

63 (3) Iron or steel (other than alloy, tool or special 
steel specified in item No. 63 (30)) bar and rod. 


Import of Soda Ash: The Import Trade Controller, 
Calcutta, issued a Public Notice on February 27, which 
states that during January-June 1948 licences for the import 
of soda ash will be issued freely by the Chief Controller of 
Imports, New Delhi, provided applicants produce definite 
evidence that they can import the quantity applied for at a 
c.if. value not exceeding Rs. 400 per ton of 2,240 Ibs. 
These licences will be valid only for imports made at or 
below the c.i.f. price specified in them. The importers will 
not be allowed to open letters of credit or make remittances 
at a price in excess of that specified in the licence, and 
customs clearance will not be granted without adequate 
evidence to show that the goods are imported at or below 
the c.i.f. price referred to in the licences. 





Australia 


Postponement of Deferred Duties : The Board of Trade 
have received information from the United Kingdom Trade 
Commissioner at Sydney that the operation of the deferred 
duty under Tariff Item 136 (F) (3), ‘‘ Iron and steel hoop, 
n.e.i.,”’ (previously included under Tariff Item 136 (F) (2)— 
see notice under the heading ‘‘Australian Import Duties 
Amendments Under Geneva Agreement” in the Board of 
Trade Journal, January 3, 1948, page 26) has been further 
postponed until April 1, 1949 (see also notice under the 
above heading in the Board of Trade Journal, May 24, 
1947, page 867, and previous notices). 


Customs (Prohibited Imports) Regulations : The United 
Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Sydney has forwarded a 
copy of Statutory Rules 1948, No. 35, which amends the 
Customs (Prohibited Imports) Regulations (see also Board 
of Trade Journal for February 15, 1940, and subsequent 
amending notices). The following item is now omitted 
from the First Schedule (goods the importation of which is 
prohibited) :— 

Item 21—Leather, or manufactures thereof, when for 

human wear, containing any proportion of barium 
sulphate or other barium compounds.

Customs Duty Exemption for certain Pedigree Livestock : 
H.M. Ambassador at Rio de Janeiro reports that Law No. 
270 of April 10, 1948, published in the ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of 
April 14, 1948, grants exemption from Customs Dues, for 
a period of one year from the date of publication of the Law, 
to stud bulls and stud rams imported by private firms or 
individuals. 

Article 3 of the Law states that, to qualify for the exemp- 
tion, the animals must be pedigree stock, suitable for 
breeding, and must be accompanied by the pedigree 
certificate of the country of origin.

Payment of Consular Fees: The Commercial Secretary 
to H.M. Embassy at Lima has forwarded a translation 
of a Supreme Decree dated March 11, 1948 concerning the 
payment of consular fees when merchandise to be imported 
into Peru is covered by an import licence which requires 
the importer to obtain his own foreign exchange. 


As from April 1, shippers will be required to notify 
consuls whether import licences are in respect of mer- 
chandise requiring official or free exchange and Peruvian 
Consuls in the United Kingdom are required to collect 
ad valorem consular fees in pounds sterling. 


As regards imports for which official exchange facilities 
have been granted, ad valorem consular fees will continue 
to be paid as hitherto.

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Import Regulations in 
Bolivia 


HE Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at La Paz 

has forwarded information about the regulations 

governing the import of goods into Bolivia. The 
following summary is published for the guidance of United 
Kingdom exporters :— 

All importations into Bolivia require an import permit, 
which is issued upon application by the Department of 
External Commerce of the Banco Central de Bolivia. 
Import permits carry with them a guarantee that the 
foreign exchange necessary to make payment for the 
goods specified in the permits will be available. The 
foreign exchange made available by an import permit is 
based on C.I.F. price, Pacific port, and includes port and 
other charges for which foreign currency is required. 

Properly accredited Bolivian importing firms, i.e., those 
which are included within an official Register of Importers, 
are assigned a basic quota of foreign exchange on a 
quarterly basis. Within this basic quota each firm is free 
to purchase such merchandise as it likes from the categories 
of merchandise for which official exchange is allowed. 

Goods for which official foreign exchange is not con- 
ceded can still be imported by privately-owned foreign 
exchange (divises proprias), which the importer has ac- 
quired by way of commissions or in other ways. (Permits 
of importation are required.) 

Importers are free to use their basic quotas, which 
are expressed in United States dollars, in any available 
currency they please. If they are able to obtain credit 
from their suppliers and do business upon cash-against- 
documents terms, they are granted, if they so desire, import 
permits at the beginning of any quarter for the full amount 
of their quota for that quarter. If they are compelled to 
give an irrevocable letter of credit, they are granted the 
import permit only after the foreign currency necessitated 
by the permit has become available to the bank. Im- 
porters can accumulate their basic quotas from quarter to 
quarter. 

Merchandise for which foreign excharige is conceded 
falls into two groups; that for which the foreign exchange 
is purchased by the importer from the bank at the rate 
of Bs.42-42 to the United States dollar and that for which 
it is purchased at the rate of Bs.56-05 to the United States 
dollar. 

Lists showing into which group various articles fall 
are subject to frequent change but the latest informa- 
tion received can be obtained from the Export Promotion 
Department, Thames House North, Millbank, London, 
S8.W.1. 





Burma 


Import of Cotton Textiles: The Board of Trade have 
received a copy of Press Communique No. 18 of 1948 
issued by the Ministry of Commerce, Supply and Transport, 
Government of the Union of Burma on March 8, 1948, 
which states that all import licences in respect of cotton 
textiles from the United Kingdom and India granted for 
the shipping period January to June 1948, or made valid 
for that period, should be treated as having been revalidated 
automatically up to the period ending September 30, 1948.
